Great Progress Is Made 
IN Aiding Deformed Child

When the association of birth defects with the 
taking of thalidomide du ring pregnancy was rec­ 
ognized, the dru g was w ithdraw n from the m ar­ 
ket. That prevented any fu rther deiects from 
this cau se bu t what abou t the many children 
already born w ith deform ities du e to this or other 
cau ses? The Rehabilitation Institu te of M ontreal 
has fou nd a way to help many of these children. 
One 4-year-old girl, who had a tiny hand bu t 
no arm growing ou t of each shou lder, has been 
fitted w ith a plastic jacket to which artificial arm s 
and hands are attached These are powered by an 
electric m otor and their movements are con­ 
trolled by the child's lingers. This device is lighter 
and more natu ral-looking than the hook worn by 
many persons who have lost a hand or an arm. 
To accommodate to the child’s growth, both the 
jacket and the length of the arm s are adju stable. 
The batteries are rechargeable. As a safety pre­ 
cau tion the model tor a child t to 6 years has a 
hand grip limited to 2 pou nds of pressu re. Progress 
in the design will go a long way to com pensate 
these u nfortu nate you ngsters for congenital de­ 
formities.

He took his 
lady by the arm and walked 
back down to the car. The Se- 
ci-et Service trotted ahead and 
walked behind. 
At the car, he motioned for 
Kelly and me to join him for a 
visit to the grave of John 
F. 
Kennedy. 
We sat in the ju m p 
scats and he said nothing. The 
presence of 
u nexpected 
death 
m u tes a man. 
The you ng of 
m any 
generations sleep u nder 
the w hite stones. Lyndon John­ 
son looked ou t the car window, 
and they moved by his eyes like 
a sm all picket fence. 
Ahead 
was 
another 
you ng 
man, no less heroic than the 
others. He was tail and hand­ 
some 
and 
w itty; 
an 
idealist 
grasping for the stars. T ragical­ 
ly, he reached them too soon. 
The car stopped 
and 
Lyndon 
Johnson 
got 
ou t 
grim ly 
and 
walked dowrn 
the 
incline 
and 
placed a w reath on the grave. 
He held his hands stiffly at his 
side and inclined his head in 
prayer. 
Once, the y oung man had been 
his chief. Ly ndon J ohnson j* not 
gaited to play second to any ­ 
body. bu t he play ed lieutenant in 
this case and he went wherever 
his President sent him and did 
w hat he w’as told to do. 
And 
when the y oung man was taken 
away, Ly ndon J ohtison vowed to 
pick u p the torch and complete 
the work of J ohn F. Kennedy . 
The records of the Congress 
show that he has 
done it. As he 
stood with his head 
bowed, I 
stood behind, shifting 
from one 
foot to the other, wondering why 
Presidents 
mu st 
be 
m isu nder­ 
stood. By the natu re of their au ­ 
gu st position, they are w ithou t 
ambition. 
There is no fu rther 
place to go. Tire only thing left 
to them is to leave a good record 
and try to get home in honor.

do vvith it than Woodrow Wilson

influ enza in 1918. Hoover forgave

Cow Palace in 1956. 
Wilson 
helped

"M aking the W orld Safe for De­ 
m ocracy” unless we were pre­ 
pared to participate in policing 
it. He was flogged at home u ntil 
his

broke. 
Twenty-five 
years later, we devised the U nit­ 
ed Nations in San Francisco. 
H arry Tru m an said "Drop the 
atom bomb.” The world recoiled 
in horror. 
If he hadn’t ordered 
it dropped, the invasion of the 
Japanese home islands stood to 
cost u s a half million men. 
Two 
small islands M atsu and Qu emoy 
— lie off 
the coast

China. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, knowing 
that 
the Commu nist

world conqu est is to digest a lit­ 
tle of it at a time, told Mao Tse- 
tu ng not to swallow little Matsu 
and Qu emoy. 
President Eisenhower was cas­ 
tigated for embroiling America 
in a fight for two grains of sand 
not worth one American soldier. 
Viet Nam is mu ch bigger. And, 
figu ratively, getting bigger all 
the time. 
Some blame Lyndon 
Johnson for this, even thou gh 
history shows it was an Am eri­ 
can problem throu gh two earlier 
adm inistrations. 
At the grave, he raised his 
head, tu rned sm artly, and looked 
u p a t the old Cu stis-Lee mansion 
at the top of the hill. 
Once, 
Robert E. Lee lived there. 
W as 
this gallent gentlem an m isu nder­ 
stood too becau se he w anted to 
defend his state from invasion? 
The N orth 
revenged itself on 
him by bu rying its dead on his 
lawn. 
The President retu rned to the 
car. 
When he is em otionally 
choked, 
he hides it 


cu htly, or waves his hand. 
This 
time he waved for u s to get back 
into the car. 
The drive back to 
the W hite Hou se was silent, ex­ 
cept for the conservation of Mrs. 
Johnson and Kelly. 
On 
the 
sou th 
grou nds, 
the 
President excu sed himself and 
hu rried into his office. He aver­ 
ages 13 hou rs of work per day. 
Like the others, he will be ap­ 
plau ded and hated no m atter 
what he does.
